The people of the State of California do enact as follows: 





1 Section 1. The governor shall appoint a board of medical 
f2 examiners to be known as the board of medical examiners of 
53 the State of California, consisting of thirteen members; such 
$4 appointment shall be made as follows: Five members from the 
FS school or system known and designated as the allopathic; two 
5S. members from the homeopathic school or system; two members 
e(- from the eclectic school or system; two members from the 
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naturopathie school or system; and two members frem the 
osteopathic school or system. Said members of the medical 
profession at the time of such appointment shall have been 


‘residents of the State of California and citizens of the United 


States and practicing the principles of inedicine in accordance 
with the system or school from which they are appointed for at 
least four years next preceeding their appointment; all vacan- 
cies shal] be filled by appointment from the school or system in 
which vacancy oceurs. The terin of office of each member shall 
be for four vears or until their successors are duly appointed 
and qualify. It shall require the affirmative vote of eight 
members of said board to carry any motion, resolution, adopt 
any rule, pass any measure, or to authorize the issuance of any 
certificate as in this act provided. 

Sec. 2. Each member of said board shall, before beginning 
his term of office file with the secretary of state, the constitu- 
tional oath of office and shall, in addition make oath that he is 
a graduate in medicine, surgery and obstetries, naturopathy or 
osteopathy. for more than three vears has been a duly hcensed 
practitioner of medicine, surgery and obstetrics, naturopathy 
or osteopathy, of the State of California. Each member of said 
board in addition to the above oaths shall make oath that is a 
bona fide resident of the State of California and a citizen of 
the United States for more than four vears next preceding the 
date of his appointment. 

‘Src. 3. ‘Said board shall be organized on or before the 
second Tuesday in August, 1913, by electing from its members 
a president, a vice-president, a secretary, and a treasurer, who 
shall hold their offices respectively for the period of one year 
and until their successors are duly elected and qualified. The 
secretary and treasurer shall give bonds in the sum of five thou- 
sand dollars each to the State of California for the faithful 


‘performance of their respective duties. The president, or in 


his absence the vice-president shall preside over all meetings of 
the ‘board, sign all orders, certificates or other documents 
requiring his signature. The secretary shall collect ‘all moneys 
and fees, as in this act provided, give his receipt therefor and 
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within ten days pay the same over to the treasurer. taking his 
receipt therefor. and perform such other duties as may be 


. required of him by the president and the board. The treasurer 


shall receive all money from the secretary and deposit the same 
as a special fund with the treasurer of the State of California 
subject to the order of this board to be paid out only by war- 
rant drawn on the treasurer of the State of California, signed 
by the president or vice-president and the secretary and coun- 
tersigned by the treasurer of the board. 

Sec. 4. Said board shall hold its regular meetings in the 
city and county of San Francisco, on the first Tuesday of April. 
August and December of each vear and shall have the power 
to adjourn from time to time until its business shall have heen 
concluded. If at any time less than a quorum shall be prescut 
such number shall have the power to adjourn from dav to day 
until a quorum shall be present, but such number less than a 
quorum shall have no other power. Said hoard may, in its 
dicretion conduet examinations of applicants for certificates 
in any part of the state designated by the board. Notice of eaeh 
regular meeting of the board shall be given by publication 
twice a week for each of the two weeks next preceding each 
meeting, in four daily newspapers of general circulation pub- 
lished in the city and county of San Francisco. in one daily 
paper published in the city of Sacramento and in three daily 
papers published in the city of Los Angeles; said notice shall 
also specify the time ‘and place of holding the examinations of 
applicants for certificates. Special meetings of the board may 
be held at such times and place as may be designated by the 
board and the same notice thereof shall be given as herein 
required to ne given in the case of regnlar meetings. The sec. 
retary shall receive all applications for certificates as provided 
in this act to be issued, and shall keep a correct account of all 
such applications in a book to be kept for such purposes, and 
said board shall on or before the first day of January of each 
year transmit to the governor of.the state a full and true repor 
of all its proceedings, number of applications, received. numbe1 
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of certificates issued, together with a full and true nEPOre of its 
receipts and disbursements. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the state board of examiners 
of the State of California to audit the accounts of said board 
and transmit a copy of its report to the governor of the state 
on or before the first day of January each year. . 

Sec. 6. The office of said board shall be in the city and 
county of San Francisco and in all legal proceedings against 
said board, the said city and county of San Franeisco shal! Ix 
deemed to be the residence of the members thereof. 

Sec. 7. Said hoard may from time to time adopt such rules 
and regulations as may be necessary to enable it to carry into 
effect the provisions of this act not in conflict herewith. Any 
member of said board may administer oaths in all matters 
pertaining to the duties of said board and the board shall have 
the power and authority to take evidence in any matter cog- 
nizable by it in accordance with the chapters of the Code of 
Civil Procedure of the State of California pertaining to the 
rules of evidence and the manner of its production. 

Sec. 8. Preliminary education. All colleges, schools or 
universities teaching medicine or any of the branches thereof 
in this state shall require every medical student applying for 
matriculation therein on and after August 15th, 1913, to present 
to the dean, president. or board of trustees, or other governing 
body of such college, school or university, a ‘‘medical students

certificate,’’ which certificate shall be issued to said matricu- 
lant by the superintendent of public instruction of the State 
of California or by any one of the duly appointed deputy 
superintendents of public instrnetion of the State of Califor- 
nia, and the superintendent of public instruction or any of 
the deputies thereof are hereby empowered and directed to 
examine all applicants for ‘‘medical student certificates’’ 
upon the recipt of a fee of five dollars to be paid at the time 
the application is filed. Said application shall contain the 
full name of the applicant, age, when born, where born, and 
if a foreigner whether naturalized or not, what schools or 
institutions of learning he or she has attended, the time spent 
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therein, where such schools are situated, how long a resident 
of this state, and the place where he or she last resided. to- 
gether with a certificate signed by two reputable physicians 
who have been practicing their profession in the State of Cal- 
ifornia or in the state where said applicant is a resident, at 
least two years before the filing of such application, stating 
how long the applicant has been known to them, and such 
other and further facts as may tend to show whether or not 
the applicant would be a suitable person morally to practice 
medicine, surgery and obstetrics, naturopathy or osteopathy 
or other methods or systems of treating the sick or afflicted 
human beings in the State of California. The superintendent 
of publie instruetion shall require as a basis for the issuance 
of said ‘‘medical studeuts certificate’? 

(a) A degree of A. B. B. S., or equivalent. from an ap- 
proved university, college. or academy of arts. science ar phi- 
losophy. 

(b) A diploma or certificate of graduation from an ap- 
proved high or normal school. 

(c) A state teachers permanent or life certificate. 

(a) A medical students certificate from any state board of 
medical examiners or boards exercising such powers, demand- 
ing equal requirements as herein provided. or in lieu thereof 
said superintendent of publie mstrnetion or any one of his 
deputies, shall require said applicant to submit to an exam- 
ination in writing in the following branches: 

(a) English. submitting a composition in his or her own 
handwriting on some subject selected by said superintendent 
at the time of said examination. said subject to be of general 
interest and to embrace not Jess than two hundred words, and 
when complete read aloud by the applicant, which shall he 
considered with reference (1) penmanship, (2) spelling, (3) 
pronunciation, (4) construction, and (5) capitalization. 

(0) United States history. 

(c) Arithmetic, vulgar and decimal fractions, percentage. 
and compound numbers. 

(d). Latin, throngh primary conrse. 
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(e) Seience, natural and physical, the elements of mechan. j 
ies, hydrostatics, hydraulies. heat. opties, acoustics, electricity, 4 
chemistry, botany, zodlogy, biology, physiology and hygiene. 
Applicants failing to obtain a general average of 75%. in the 
entrance examination and falling below 50% in but two 
branches may be conditioned on a different form of certifi. 
eate. The said superintendent of public instruction or his 
deputies shall make a separate list of such conditional appli- 
cants in duplicate, one copy of which shall be sent to the state 


* board of medical examiners and the other retained in his office. 


Such conditions must be removed by the presentation of a 
certificate from the superintendent of public instruction or 
his deputies that such applicant has passed a satisfactory 
examination in the branches in which he or she was formerly 
found deficient, withiu twelve months from the date of said 
first examination before snch students can be permitted to 
enter on his or her second year of study: provided, however. 
that such student may attend the college. school or univer- 
sity during said period of twelve months subject to such 
second examination. and if such conditions are not removed 
as herein provided. such attendance shal) cease, and the said 
superintendent of public instruction or his deputies, shall 
furnish a list of such applicants to the state board of medical 
examiners. All applicants to whom such certificates have been 
issued shall upon presentation thereof and the payment of the 
reqnired fees for the first year be entitled to enter as a matric- 
want in any medical eollege in the State of California. 

Sec. 9. Medical education on and after July 1st, 1913, 
every medical college, school or medical department of any 
university, (1) shall exact not less than the requirements for 
matriculation specified in the preceding section thereof, (2) 
shall literally observe it own published requirements, confirmed 
by the governor, regarding tuition, time of attendance at 
annual sessions and graduations which must be definitely 
expressed not in conflict with this act, (3) shall have an active 
and competent faculty for teaching the science and art of 
medicine in accordance with the system to which the college, 
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school or. university belongs, and. whose curriculum in no par- 
ticular shall he less in each year than that set forth in the 
following table: histology 90 hours; embryology 90 hours; 
osteology 30 hours; anatomy 420 hours; physiology 300 hours; 
chemistry and toxicology 300 hours; materia medica 60 hours; 
pharmacology 60 hours; therapeutics 90 hours; bacteriology 
140 hours; pathology 240 hours; medical zoology, post mortem 
work and clinical microscopy 90 hours; physical diagnosis 100 
hours; practice of medicine 540 hours; surgery 540 hours; 
obstetrics 160 hours; gynecology 160 hours; pediatrics 100 
hours; eye and ear 60 hours; nose and throat 60 hours; mental 
and nervous diseases 120 hours; medical jurisprudence 30 
hours; electro-therapeutics 60 hours; genito-nrinary diseases 
60 hours; dermatology and syphilis 40 hours; hygieue and 
public health 30 hours and dietetics 30 hours; provided, that a 
leeway of 10 per cent may be allowed in the above schedule of 
«a minimum total of 4.000 hours and the hours in didactic. 
laloratory and clinic instruction shall he regulated by such 
colleves as to them may seem proper. (+) shall have clinical 
and hospital facilities in all eounty hospitals based on a 
minimum municipal population at its place of location of not 
less than fifty thousand, (5) shall require actual attendance 
on 80 per cent of four courses of instruction in a medical 
college of not less than 32 continuous weeks exelnding holi- 
days, in four separmte vears. Colleges may allow advanced 
standing from other medical colleges having equal require- 
ments, on presentation of official credentials, excepting in the 
subjects embraced in the last year’s study of their own cur- 
riculum. Colleges, schools and universities teaching naturo- 
pathy. osteopathy or other modes or systems of treating sick 
and afflicted human beings, shall require not less than 80 per 
cent attendance of four courses of instruction in a college of 
not less than 32 continuous weeks in four separate years, and 
whose curriculum in no particular shall be less than 4.000 
hours minimum and shall teach not less than 8 of the funda- 
mental subjects as herein set forth, in section 11, of this act. 

Sec. 10. Three forms of certificates shall be issued by said 
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board under the seal thereof and signed by each member as 
follows: first, a certificate authorizing the holder thereof tu 
practice medicine, surgery and obstétries; second, a certificate 
authorizing the holder thereof to practice naturopathy or 
osteopathy ; third. a certificate authorizing the holder thereof 
to practice any other system, mode or method of treating sick 
or afflicted human beings. Before any certificate shall be 





issued to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics. the appli- 


cant for such certificate must be 21 vears of age. of good moral 





character, and file with said board at least two weeks prior to 
any regular or special meeting thereof. a diploma regularly 
issued hy some legally incorporated or chartered medical school. 
the requirements of which shall have heen at the time of grant- 
ing snch diploma in no partieular Jess than those prescribed in 
this act, or satisfactory evidence of having possessed such 
diploma and said applicant must also file with said diploma an 
application in the form prescribed by said hoard. sworn to 
before some person authorized to administer oaths. and attested 
by the hand and seal of such officer, if he have a seal, stating 
that he cr she is the person named in said diploma, that he or 
she is the lawful holder thereof and that the same was pro- 
cured in the regular course of instruction and examination 
without fraud or misrepresentation. Applicants for a certifi- 
cate to practice naturopathy or osteopathy shall be subject to 
the above rules and regulations, except that in place of the 
diploma hereinbefore referred to, they shall be required to file 
a diploma from a legally chartered and incorporated college of 
naturopathy or osteopathy having a course of instruction of 
four (4) years of eight months each and including the studies 
of (1) anatomy, including histology; (2) physiology. including 
embryology; (3) chemistry. toxicology and medical jurispru- 
dence; (4) hygiene and public health; (5) hacteriology, 
pathology and clinical microscopy; (6) obstetries and gynecol- 
ogy; (7) general diagnosis; (8) theory and practice of natur-. 
opathy or osteopathy, and the attendance on each course shall 
not be less than 4,000 hours. All other applicants to practice 
any other mode or system of treating the sick and afflicted

human beings shall be subject to the above and foregoing rules 
and regulations, except that in the place of the diplonias here- 
inbefore referred to, they shall be required to file a diploma 
from a legally incorporated school or college teaching the mode 
or system of treating the sick and afflicted human beings, which 
the applicant intends to follow, (which must be stated in the 
application) which school or college shall have a course of 
instructions of four vears of eight months each and inchiding 
the studies to be in naturopathic or osteopathic svhools and the 
attendance on each couse shall not he less than 4.000 hours. 
In addition to the requirements herembefore set forth in this 
act, all applicants for certificate must be personally examined 
by said board as to their qualifications to practice medicine. 
surgery and obstetrics. naturopathy or osteopathy or any other 
system or mode of treating sick and afflicted human beings. 
The examination shall be practical and designed to discover the 
applhicant’s fitness to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics. 
naturopathy or osteopathy or any other system or mode which 
the applicant shhll specify in his application that he desires or 
intends to follow. Said examination shall be condueted in the 
English language and shall be in whole or in part. in writing 
on the following fundamental subjects: (1) anatomy, includ- 
ing histology; (2) physiology. including embryology; (3) 
materia medica. therapeutics and pharmacology ; (£) chemistry. 
toxicology and medical jurisdiction; (5) hygiene and public 
health; (6) bacteriology, pathology and clinical microscopy ; 
(7) obstetrics and gynecology ; (8) principles and practice of 
medicine; (9) principles and practice of surgerv; (10) mental 
and nervous diseases. Those applicants who desire or intend 
to practice naturopathy or osteopathy or any other system or 
mode of treating the sick or afflicted human beings may be 
excused from the examinations in medicipe and surgery, and 
those applicants who desire or intend to practice homeopathy 
or eclectic medicine may be examined on the subjects of materia 
medica and principles and practice of medicine by the members 
of the board who are graduates of the same school or system. 
Examinations in each subject shall consist of ten questions, 
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answers to which shall be marked on the paper at the time, giv- 
ing the value of each answer separately on the scale of zero to 
ten. Each applicant must obtain not less than a yveneral aver- 
age of 75%; all questions shall be prepared by the examiner 
and submitted to the board for approval before examinations. 
All of the examination papers shall form a part of the records 
of the board and shall be kept on file by the secretary for a 
period of two years after each examination. At all said exam- 
inations the applicants shall be designated and known by nwn- 
bers only, and the name attached to the number shall be kept 
secret until the board shall have finally voted upon and either 
granted, conditioned or rejected said applicant. The secretary 
of the board shall in no instance be present or participate as 
an exaniiner in any examination held by the board. and it shall 
be good cause for removal by the governor. if it shall be shown 
that such secretary shall give the nnmber and name of any 
applicant to any meniber of the board or any other person or 
allow the same to he placed in such a place or position that any 
member of the board or any other person can or would be able 
ta obtain the same, until such application shall have been 
finally voted upon. 

Sec. 11. Each applicant on making application shall pay 
to the secretary of the board a fee of twenty-five dollars, which 
shall be paid to the treasurer of the board by said secretary. 
In ease the applicant's credentials are insufficient, or in case 
he does not desire to take the examination, the sum of ten 
dollars will be retained, the rcmainder of the fee being return- 
able woon application. , 

Sec. 12. Said board shall keep an official record of all its 
proceedings, a part of which record shall consist of a register 
of all appheants for certificates under this act, with the result 
of each application. Said record shall be evidence of all the 


proceedings of said board which are set out therein. 


Src. 13. Every person holding a certificate authorizing him. 


to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics, naturopathy or 
osteopathy, or any other system or mode of treating the sick 
or afflicted hvunan beings, in this state, mnst have it recorded 
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in the office of the county clerk of the county in whieh the 
holder of said certificate is practicing his profession, and the 
fact of such recording shall he endorsed ou the certificate by 
the county clerk recording the same. Every such person on 
each change of his residence, must have his certificate recorded 
in the county to which he shall have changed his residence. 
The absence of such record shall be prima facic evidence of 
the want of possession of such certificate. And any person 
holding a certificate who shall practice medicine. surgery and 
obstetries. naturopathy or osteopathy, or any other system or 
mode of treating the sick or affieted human beings, in this 
state. or to attempt to practice medieme, surgery and obstetrics. 
naturopathy or osteopathy, or any other svstem or mode of 
treating the siek or affiieted htunan beings. in this state, with- 
out first having filed his certificate with the county clerk as 
herein provided, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars 
nor more than one hnadred dollars or by imprisonment for a 
period of not Jes# than thirty days vor inore than sixty days. 
or both by such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 14. The connty clerk shall keep in a book provided 
for the purpose, a complete st of the certificates recorded bi 
him, with the date of record: and said book shall be open to 
public inspection during his office hours. 

Sec. 15. Said board may refuse a certificate to any appli- 
eant guilty of unprofessional conduct as the same is defined in 
this act; but before such refusal the applicant must be cited by 
citation, signed by the secretary of the board, and sealed with 
its seal. No such eitation shall be issued except upon a sworn 
couplaint filed with the secretary of the board, charging the 
applicant with having been guilty of unprofessional conduct, 
and setting forth the particular acts constituting such unpro- 
fessional conduct. On the filing of such complaint the seere- 
tary must forthwith issue a citation and make the same return- 
able at the next regular session of said board, oceurring at 
least thirty days next after filing the complaint. Such cita- 
tion shall notify the applicant of the time and place, when and 
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where the matter of said unprofessional conduct shall be heard, 
the particular unprofessional conduct with which the appli- 
cant is charged, and that the applicant shall file his written 
answer under oath, within twenty days next after the service 
on him of said citation, or default will be taken against him, 
and his application for a certificate refused. The attendance 
of witnesses at such hearing shall be compelled by subpenas 
issued by the secretary of the board, under its seal; and said 
secretary shall in no case refuse to issue any such subpeena. 
upon a fee of twenty cents being paid for such subpena. Said 
citation and said subpenas shall be served in accordance with 
the statutes of this state then in force as to the service of cita- 
tions and subpeenas generally, and all provisions of the statutes 
of this state then in force relating to subpenas are hereby 
made applicable to the subpcenas provided for herein. If any 
person refuses to obey a subpena served upon him in accord- 
ance with the statutes of this state then in force providing for 
the manner of serving subpoenas, the fact of such refusal shall 
he certified by the secretary of said board, wider the seal 
thereof, to the superior court of the county in which the service 
was had, and said conrt shall thereupon proceed to hear said 
matter in accordance with the statutes of this state then in 
force as to contempts for disobedience of process of the court; 
and should said court find that the subpena has been legally 
served, and that the party so served has wilfully disobeyed the 
same, it shall proceed to impose such penalty as provided in 
cases of contempt of court. In all cases of alleged unprofes- 
sional conduct arising under this act, depositions of witnesses 
may be taken, the same as in civil cases, and all the provisions 
of the statutes of this state then in force as to the taking of 
depositions are hereby made applicable to the taking of deposi- 
tions under this act. If the applicant shall fail to file with the 
secretary of said board his answer, under oath, to the charges 
made against him, within twenty days after service on him of 
said citation, or within such further time as the board may give 
him, and the charges on their face be deemed sufficient by the 
board, default shall be entered against him, and his application 
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refused. If the charges on its face be deemed sufficient by the 


hoard, and issue be joined thereon by answer, the board shall 


- proceed to determine the matter, to that end shall hear such 


evidence as may be adduced before it; and if it appear to the 
satisfaction of the board that the applicant is guilty as charged. 
no certificate shall be issued to him. No certificate shall be 
refused on the ground of unprofessional conduct unless the 
applicant has been guilty of such conduct within two years 
preceding his appheation. Whenever any holder of a certifi- 
cate herem provided for is gnilty of unprofessional condnet, 
as the same is defined in this act, and the said unprofessional 
conduct has heen brought to the attention of the board grant- 
ing said certificate, in the manner hereinafter pointed out, or 
whenever a certificate has heen procured by fraud or misrep- 
resentation, or issned hy mistake, it shall be their duty to, and 
they must. revoke the same at once. and the holder of said 
certificate shall not be permitted to practice medicine, surgery 
and obstetrics. naturopathy or osteopathy or any other system 
or mode of treating the sick or afflicted human beings. in this 
state. But no such revocation shall be made unless sueh 
holder is cited to appear and the same proceedings are had as 
is hereinafter provided in this section in ease of refusal to 
issue certificates. Said secretary in all cases of revocation shall 
enter on his register the fact-of such registration and shall 
certify the fact of revgcation under the seal of the board, to the 
county clerk of the counties in which the eertificate of the 
person whose certificate has been revoked is recorded: and said 
clerk must thereupouv write upon the margin or across the face 
of his register of the certificate of such person, the following: 
‘This certificate was revoked on the __----__ day of _-___-__ 
_.----,’’ giving the day, month and year of such revocation in 
accordance with said certification to him by said secretary. 
The record of such revocation so made by said county clerk 
shall be prima facie evidence of the fact thereof, and of 
regularity of all the proceedings of said board in the matter of 
said revocation. From the time of the revocation of a certifi- 


-eate the holder thereof shall be disqualified from practicing 
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medicine or surgery, naturopathy or osteopathy, or any other 
system or mode of treating the sick or afflicted human beings, 
in this state. The words ‘unprofessional conduct’’ as used in 
this act, are hereby declared to mean: 

Firsi—The procuring, or aiding or abetting in procuring 
abortion. 

Second—The wilfully betraying a professional secret, which 
if divulged would tend to held the patient up to publie scorn 
and contempt. except when ordered to do so by a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction. 

Third—aA}l_ advertising of medical business which is 
intended or has a tendency to deceive the public or impose 
upon eredulous or iguerant persons, and so be harmful or 
injurious to public inorals or safety. 

Fourth—al) advertising of any medicine, means, methods, 
or apphances whereby it is claimed or intended that the 
monthly periods of women can be regulated or the menses reés- 
tablished if suppressed. 

Fifth—Conviction of a felony or misdemeanor in which case 
the record of such conviction shall be conclusive evidence. 

Sicth—Habitual alcoholic or drug intemperance. 

Scventh—The impersonation of another licensed practi- 
tioner of a like or different name. 

Sec. 16. Said board shall have power to employ legal coun- 
sel and elerical assistance and to fix the salaries of the same 
and to ineur such other expenses as may be deemed necessary 
to carry into effect the provisions of this act.

tially the same branches of medicine or medical learning as 
those enumerated in section 9 of this act, and does not main- 
tain a standard of proficiency at least equal to that maintained 
by the state board of medical examiners of this state. When 
such reciprocal relations have been established a certificate of 
qnalification may be issued without examination to a person 
who presents evidence that he has complied with the require- 
ments of a reciprocating state board of medical examiners; 
provided, that on the face of the certificate issued in accord- 
ance with this section it shall appear that such certificate was 
issued pro forma and without examination. 

Sec. 27. Repeal. All acts, or parts of acts, in any wise 
conflicting with the provisions of this act, are hereby repealed.
